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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments presented are essentially 
the same as those addressed in the previous office action. Applicant's arguments do not overcome the rejections of record. 
Claims 39-43 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is not supported by either a credible, specific and 
substantial asserted utility or a well established utility. The claims are directed to isolated antibody that specifically binds to the 
polypeptides of SEQ ID NO:290 ( referred to in the specification as PR0335. The specification asserts that the disclosed PR0335, based 
on the MLR reaction, stimulates proliferation of lymphocytes and is useful therapeutically, where enhancement of an immune response is 
beneficial; however, this asserted use does not meet the three-pronged requirement of 35 U.S.C. 101 regarding utility, namely, that the 
asserted utility be credible, specific and substantial for reasons of record in the previous Office action. 

The rejection of claims 39-43 is maintained under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, specifically, since the claimed invention is not supported 
by either a credible, specific and substantial asserted utility or a well established utility for reasons of record in the previous office action. 
The rejection of claims 39-43 is maintained under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as lacking enablement for reasonss of record in the 
previous office action.
